Fire Fighter Burned 
In Blaze Atop Bluff

One man was injured and a 
residential area atop the Glad- 
stone bluff was threatened by 
fire which swept through an 
estimated 350 acres Thursday 
afternoon. 


Hospltaiized in "fair" con- 
dition this morning is Robert 
Bezzi, conservation department 
lire officer from Rapid River. 


Bezzi 
was 
burned 
when 
flames 
ihot out from timber 
and caught him driving a half- 
track plowing a fire lane, ac- 
cording to Charles Bomaster, 
Escanaba, district fire super- 
visor. Bomaster said the half- 
track unit was destroyed. 


"There is no cab protection 
on the half-track," Bomaster 
said. "Bezzi was plowing about 
30 feet from the fire when 
flames just shot out at him. He 
Just jumped off the half-track 
and ran out." 


The fir« started about 3 p.m. 
at 
the 
Gladstone 
dumping 
ground and raged out of con- 
trol until about 6:30 p.m. in 
high winds and crackling-dry 
Umber and brush on both sides 
of highway M-35 in Brampton 
Township. 


Patienta Evacuated 


Homes

County Rd. 420 were threaten- 
ed by flames and patients from 
Pine Haven Nursing Home were 
evacuated by ambulance to St. 
Francis Hospital. 


Conservation units from Es-

ship fought the blaze 
under 


Bomaster's 
direction. He

timated between 150 and 200 
men were involved. 


"Our primary concern 
was 
with protecting the homes in 
the area,'" Bomaster said. "We 
plowed fire lanes behind all of 
the residences before attempt- 
ing to bring the fire under con- 
trol." 


Homeowners and families in 
the area joined in the battle to 
protect their property with gar- 
den hoses, pumper cans, pails, 
sand and rugs. Some men were 
using hoses to spray rcofs with 
water to protect against the ex- 
plosive fire. 


Bomaster said the fire burn- 
ed in sections 17, 18 and 20 on 
privately owned land. No dol- 
lar estimate of damages was 
made.

The fire broke out of control 
both north and south from the 
Gladstone 
dump 
and 
leaped 
M-35 where construction work 
is in progress. It also jumped 
about a quarter of a mile from 
behind 
Fernwood 
Cemetery 


over County Rd. 420, but that 
spot fire was quickly brought 
under control. 


Fire index in the area at the 
time was 58. an extremely high 
danger, according to Bomaster. 


"It's all jackpine in the area 
with a little scattered popple 
and a few maple trees," Bo- 
master said. "Slashings which 
added to the danger." 


He said it was the worst fire 
in the district since two years 
ago when the dumping grounds 
also touched off a major fire. 


"The fire burned right up to

In this disease there 
is fust a softening, with some 
bowing in the long bones of the 
leg and thigh followed by a 
hardening and thickening of the 
bones in their new shape. In 
the early stages the affected 
bones are painful. 


Aspirin and small doses of 
sodium fluoride will relieve the 
pain and the latter drug com- j 
bined with vitamin C and milk ; 
or other sources of calcium will 1 
prevent further development of 
the disease. The victim should 
not stop walking even though

James Beard, Michigan State 
University crop s p e c i a l i s t .■ 
points out that much of the |

good lawn management. This 
means proper seeding, 
weed 
control, mowing and watering 
from the first sign of spring to 
the finst wisp of winter. 


Beard offers three alterna­ 
tives 
for 
improving 
lawns 
where weeds predominate over 
perennial 
grasses, 
bluegrass 
and red fescue; 


1. Correct the original cause 
of deterioration. 
Beard says 
possible causes could include 
low' fertility, acidity, improper 
j use of gras.ses, poor drainage, 


i droughty soil condition, 
im­ 
proper mowing, improjjer pest 
control or improper weed con­ 
trol. 


“The first essential in lawn 
improvement is the correction 
of mismanagement.” comments 
Beard. “If sufficient perennial 
grasses are present to fill all 
open areas within a year, then 


no additional renovation prac­ 
tices may be needed. 
Open 
areas no larger than your hand 
should fill in within a year un­ 
der proper management.” 


2. Lawn renovation. Where a 
lawn is infested with a high 
percentage of broad-leaf w'ceds 
and annual weedy grasses but 
still has some perennial grass­ 
es prej^ent, then fall renovation 
may be the best procedure. 
Both cost and effort for lawTi 
renovation is much less than 
lor complete re-establishment. 


3. Complete re-establishment. 
This is the method used for 
lawn improvement where no 
desirable grasses arc growing 
or where infestations of per­ 
ennial weedy gras.ses such as 
bentgrass or quackgrass are 
present. This should be done 
in August or September. 


Perennial weedy grasses can 
be propagated vcgetatively by 
stolons or rhizomes which can 
be introduced from neighbor­ 
ing lawns by blowing from 
mowers or by animal traffic. 
Therefore, even complete re­ 
establishment will not be ef­ 
fective if adjacent lawns con­ 
tain 
these 
weedy 
perennial 
grasses.

When planning your kitchen, 
place major appliances in areas 
where 
they 
can operate 
at 
maximum efficiency. 


Don’t, for instance, locate a 
refrigerator-freezer next to a 
clothes dryer or where it will 
be hit by direct sunlight for 
long periods of time. By ex­ 
posing it to heat, you may be 
forcing the appliance to work 
extra hard to keep foods at 
their prescribed degree of cold­ 
ness. 


In the days before no-frost 
refrigerator-freezers, other ef­ 
ficiency 
drains 
could 
occur. 
Excess frost on manually-de­ 
frosted units often made the 
appliance work hard to slay 
cold. 


If last year’s garden tools 
are not worth using this year 
it's probably because you fail­ 
ed to take care of them. 


Good garden tools, well chos­ 
en

properly cared 
for, 
will last for years. When you 
buv tools, get the best you can 
afford. The difference in price 
is small measured against the 
many extra .vears of service 
you will get. 


Avoid ginunicks and limited- 
use tools. Make certain you 
have the basic equipment be- 
fcrc acquiring tools with spec­ 
ialized uses. 


Aside from your tnower, you 
will need for lawMi care a lawn 
rako (bri>om type) and gras«; 
shears. You will need hedge 
shears 
for

hedges and 
small pruning shears for other 
pruning needs. 


For digging and working the 
garden get a spade, a spading 
fork, a rake and a hoc. 


A squai-e edge on the spade 
will double as a Unvn edger 
for squaring off the turf. Small 
hand cultivators to use around 
plants when you get dow'n on 
your hands and knees to work 
will double as w-eeding tools. 


There is a wide variety of 
small garden tools — trow'els. 
cultivators, w-ecders, miniature 
spading fork. etc. Dt>n’t buy all 
of them at once. Pick tools 
with comfortable handles. The

steel, not stamped out of light­ 
weight sheet metal that will 
bend the fii*iit tiane you lean 
on it. 


On all

handles, avoid painted handles. 
The paint can hide defects, 
cracks, warping.

Wipe metal 
parts with oily rag before stor­ 
ing for any length of time. 


Have a place to store your 
tools 
so that they are not 
throwm in a heap on the floor. 
Hanging them on a garage wall 
will keep them out of the way 
and prevent them from fetting 
damaged.

4—Check the flooring. Is the 
pattern worn through? 
Are 
tiles popping loose? 
Kitchen 
flooring takes constant abuse, 
so look for durability as well as 
good looks in new floor cover­ 
ing. 


5—Dress up the windows. 
Try shutters instead of cur­ 
tains for a change, or hang a 
bright valance across the top 
if there’s a view. 


6—Camouflage 
unattractive 
things like pipes under a sink 
(a fabric skirt, perhaps), waste 
can (in a base cabinet or be­ 
low sink), and unwashed dish­ 
es (with a folding screen or 
room divider). 


7—Consider the wonders that 
paint can do. Surfaces that ac­ 
cumulate grease soon become 
worn from frequent washing, 
so kitchen walls and cabinets 
may need painting more often 
than other roonru do.

Ladder Safety 
Is No Accident 


Sprucing up for spring gets 
an awful lot of homeowners 
up on ladders. This is one place 
where safety is no accident. Do 
not leave anything to chance 
when you use a ladder, either 
indoors or out. 


Is the ladder old and shaky? 
Don’t try to repair it. Break 
it up and burn it. Don’t leave 
it around. 


If you are buying a ladder, 
get a good one, one that is 
free of large knots. Aluminum 
and magnesium ladders involve 
less weight than wood for the 
same height and are easier to 
handle. 


Do not get an extension lad­ 
der much over 30 feet unless 
you’re an old hand at handling 
ladders. 


The rule for safe angles Is 
to place the base of the ladder 
one-fourth its length from the 
wan. If it’s a 20-foot ladder, 
the bottom should rest five 
feet away. At this angle your 
balance is right and you will 
not tip the ladder backwards. 


If the ground is soft, pro­ 
vide a solid footing, such as 
sandbags. On hard, slippery 
surfaces—drives 
or 
walks— 
tie the bottom rung to some 
I fixed 
object. 
Some 
ladders 
have skid-proof feet. This is a 
must on metal ladders. 


The top of the ladder should 
be resting against something 
firm, too. Don’t place it against 
a screen or window. 


Don’t take too long a reach 
from a ladder. Get down and 
move it. If you must use both 
hands for a moment, 
hook 
your leg or elbow around a 
rung. 


Don’t carry tools loosely in 
your pocket or they may fall 
and hit someone below. 


Check Quality 
In Furniture 


Your own taste is your best 
guide in choosing furniture 
styles and colors you’ll be liv­ 
ing with for many years. 


But you should also be aware 
of certain visible and invisible 
quality features to be found in 
upholstered furniture. 


Ask whether protective arm 
caps come with the chair or 
sofa you are considering. 


Properly tailored arm caps, 
made of matching fabric, are 
a great help in keeping furni­ 
ture guest-ready at all times. 
They should be provided at no 
extra cost, and they should fit. 


Are the cushions not merely 
comfortable now but sure to 
stay comfortable? Latex foam 
rubber h u a reputation for 
keping its shape and bounce 
indefinitely. With an additional 
layer of fluffÿ polyester fiber, 
it can look and feel like luxur­ 
ious down in the more tradi­ 
tional styles. 


However beautiful the uphol­ 
stery fabric, 
make sure it’s 
been treated to retain its orig­ 
inal freshness. 


More difficult to Identify 
and analyze are those hidden 
elements of quality such as 
tempered steel springs that 
won’t sag or get out of shape. 
The manufacturer’s guarantee 
is your best assurance here. 


Equally 
important 
is 
the 
wood frame of a sofa or chair. 
Though you may never even 
see it, you’ll know immediately 
if it ever splits or comes loose 
at the joints. 


The best 
frames are con­ 
structed of kiln-dried hard­ 
woods that will resist warp­ 
ing. 
They are also double 
doweled, comer-blocked and 
cross-braced for extra strength.

Cement is a sti-ong alkalin« 
solution, and can severely re­ 
act to your skin, causing a case 
of skin rash, or dermatitis.

Mud, sand and snow are hard | 
on ■ kitchwi floor. What’s the j 
best way to keep it looking 
shipshape? 


First, there’s the myth that 
vinyl floors never need w b x - 
Inf. No truth to it. Vinyl floors 
not only look better but also ^ 
wear longer when protected 
with wax. 


Then there’s the publicity i 
that promises “a permanent 
finish so your floor never needs ; 
waxing.** Lacquer, shellac and | 
varnish are also permanent fin- | 
ishes that can’t be removed 
once you’ve put them on your 
kitchen floor. All of them turn 
yellow quickly. 


Paint or enamel retouching i 
on your kitchen linoleum has a 
short life at best. 


So the best advice for using 
any of these permanent fin­ 
ishes on linoleums, vinyls or 
asphalt tile Is. Don’t. Even the 
toughest of them will wear 
aw'ty, leaving unsigtly traffic 
lanes that can’t be remov^ed. 
The best protection for kitchen 
flooring is a temporary finish 
—a wax. TTiere are two kinds: 
solvent-base waxes (liquid or 
paste waxes that have a naph­ 
tha base) and water-emulsion 
waxes which are the self-pol- 
ishing or bright-drying waxes 
Mith a water base. 


Solvent-base waxes ,read the 
labels to determine the tjrpe) 
are made for wood or cork 
floors. Never use them on as­ 
phalt tilt floors—the naphtha 
dissolves 
the 
pigment 
and 
tmeara the tiles so youHl never 
again be able to polish them 
successfully. One application 
may permanently ruin an as­ 
phalt tile floor. 


For kitchen floors, choose one 
ef the water-emulsion waxes. 
Whld) one? 


One thing is sure; Up to now, 
^ere is no one perfect wax. If 
for Instance, the ingredients 
have been mixed so a coat of 
wax will have superior gloss 
and resistance to detergent 
washings, 
chances 
are 
the 
buiN-tip layer» of wax will be 
•xtm nely difficult to remove— 


a back-breaking and frustrât- i 
ing job. 


On the other hand, a wax i 
can’t be too easy to remove or | 
it won’t .stand up to heavy | 
traffic. Some waxes form a i 
fairly hard film that gives 
good initial gloss but scratches 
easily. Others have a softer 
film to minimize scratching 
but may be prone to smearing. 


So the performance of a wax 
—what qualities you like best 
—is a matter of personal opin­ 
ion. 


With all water-solvent waxes, 
you’ll need to strip the floor 
occasionally (remove all built- 
up layere of wax). To do this, 
use about M cup of ammonia, ! 
*2 cup of detergent to 1 gallon 
of water. If it takes 2 cups of 
ammonia, you have a difiieult- 
to-remove wax. 


Scuif marks oiten can be 
removed with a floor polLsher. 
Try the buffer before you go 
to the trouble of rewaxing a 
whole floor. 


To remove black heel marks, 
loirfc for a h-indy floor mark 
remover pad that erases these 
spots and rewaxes—all in one 
or>eration. 


Yellowing of floor is caused 
by built-up layers of wax that 
have a yellow cast to them. The 
whiter the wax, the less discol­ 
oration. Slick trick; Don’t wax 
within 6” of a baseboard—there 
is no traffic to wear off layers 
you apply close to the wall. 


And always, apply the wax 
in thin layers. There's an ever­ 
present temptation to feel that 
**if a little is good, an extra 
dose must be better.** But thick 
layers of wax trap dirt and 
hasten build-up—<hard on you 
as well as your floor.

the homeowner. 


An average ranch or split- 
level house requires from 1800 
to 2000 square feet of roofing, 
wliile an average two-story 
house needs only about 1000 
square feet. 


Even a high-grade roofing 
material like heavyweight as­ 
phalt shingles represents less 
th&n 3 per cent of the building 
expense in a $20,000 house. And 
since heavyweight shingles can 
be expected 
to last up to 25 
years or more, the cost is amor­ 
tized over a long period.

To Repair Home 
Heating Plant 


Is this statement true or 
false? Now that warm weath­ 
er is here, you can forget about 
vour heating system until next 
fall. 


It is false. The summer 
months, when the heating sys­ 
tem is shut down, is the right 
time to have it cleaned and re­ 
paired, if necessary. 


If you have a bulky furnace 
or boiler in the basement or 
radiator? that eat up space in 
vour rooms, this is a good time 
to investigate the possibility of 
replacing them with a com­ 
pletely new hydronic heating 
system. 
It's called “hydronic” 
—from the Greek word mean­ 
ing water—because it uses w’a- 
ter heated by a boiler and dis- 
tributed via pipes to baseboard 
radiators in the various rooms.

Inscriptions Of 
7th Century B.C. 
Found In Jordan 


ANN ARBOR 
(AP) - Di.s- 
eovery of what may be the 
o l d e s t 
Arabic 
inscriipt oos 
known to date was reix>rted 
TTjursday by a University of 
Michigan professor in Jordan. 


The unusual find was made 
by George Mendenhail, profc.s- 
sor of Near Eastern studies, 
cooperating 
with 
the 
Trans­ 
jordan Department of Antiqui­ 
ties. 


In his rep(M*t to the uiiivei scty, 
Mendenhall 
said 
the 
inscrip- 
tiwis probably dated back to 
the 7th Century, B. C. They 
were found in a cistern at a 
littie village near Yajuz, not far 
from Arnman. 


The cistern, almost 110 feet 
long, was accessible by a stair­ 
way of 23 steps from the ground 
level, according to Mendenhall, 
it was the main water supply ioi 
the estate of an Arab nobleman 
who lived in a small ncari);.' 
fortress built of massive stone 
blocks.

Don't Crowd 
Garden Plants 


i Tis* sad but true that most 
^gardeners crowd their plants 
tinmercifully. Whether they are 
Vegetables or flowers, plants 
heed room if they are to develop 
as they ¿ihould and produce 
jthdr best. 


Tall-growing zinnias are an 
«xample of flowers which w'ill 
Abloom much and have larger 
individual blossoms if thinned 
;io stand 2»^ to 3 feet apart. 
Every other plant a gardener 
grows also will 
profit from 
being allowed ample room to 
grow. 
; If the seeds you planted don't 
kilways come up, consider ihc 
circumstances before you damn 
jlhe source of the seeds. Did you 
read the directions on the packet 
regat^ting planting depth? Did 
you follow them? Many garden­ 
ers, especially new ones, plant 
feeds too deep, 
i What was the soil temperature 
et planting time? The soil mois­ 
ture condition? When soils arc 
loo cold and too wet seeds often 
rot before they can sprout. 
When soils are too dry seeds 
often sprout then die because 
the ne\vly formed rootlets dry 
out for lack of moisture. 


Low temperatures at night 
•re said to be the caus:<i of the 
tlropping of the first tomato 
flowers to open on the plants. 
Spraying just the flower clus­ 
ters with a plant hormone 
^vhich induces fruit set often 
prevents this drop and helps 
the plant produce fruits sooner. 


There is an entirely different 
reason why cucumbers, squash­ 
es and pumpkins so often lose 
their first flowers w'ithout any 
fruits setting. 
; These plants normally pro­ 
duce only male flowers at first. 
Later female flowers also open, 
it is the male flowers which 
cannot bear fruits that drop 
and 
cause 
the 
gardener to 
worry 


As soon as female flow’ers 
itart to open, assuming normal 
pollination fruits start to form.

The glass, cut to size by a 
local glass dealer, is held in 
place by strips of molding. 
Horizontal partitions may be 
added, giving greater latitude 
for

Small potted plants,

plastic boxes holding nuts and 
bolts can be placed on these 
strips depending on the loca­ 
tion of the divider. The frame 
may be stained or painted prior 
to the installation of the glass 
to harmonize with the rest of 
the room.

The 
characteristic of the pattern 
will determine the degree of 
privacy.

file safety check-ups m ade'by 
a teacher, the building custo­ 
dian, and a uniformed 
fire­ 
man. 


However, 
these 
inspectors 
cannot 
judge 
what 
paper.<^ 
should be 
thrown 
out 
and 
which should be kept. 


The papers to be thrown out 
should be properly labeled so 
the custodian can collect and 
dispose of them the same day.
